1. AMBASSADORIAL-LEVEL MEETING OE POTENTIAL COSPONSORS OF 
FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON KOREA AT 3 1 ST UNGA WAS HELD AT CANADA'S 
MISSION ON AUGUST 18. THOSE INVITED INCLUDED COSPONSORS OF 

1975 FRIENDLY RESOLUTION PLUS AUSTRALIA, GREECE, ICELAND, 

NORWAY, TURKEY, AND THE FIVE ASEAN COUNTRIES. IN ADDITION TO 
CORE GROUP MEMBERS (BELGIUM, CANADA, COSTA RICA, ERG, JAPAN, 

NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, ROK, UK, AND US), FOLLOWING COUNTRIES 
ATTENDED: AUSTRALIA, BARBADOS, BOLIVIA, GABON, DENMARK, 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, PRANCE, GREECE, GRENADA, HAITI, HONDURAS, 

IRELAND, ITALY, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, PARAGUAY, PHILIPPINES 
(REPRESENTING THE ASEANS) AND URUGUAY. 

2. THOSE INVITED BUT NOT ATTENDING INCLUDED CAR, COLOMBIA, 

GAMBIA, GUATEMALA, ICELAND, LIBERIA, LUXEMBOURG, AND TURKEY. 
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OF THESE GAMBIA AND LUXEMBOURG HAD NO REPRESENTATIVES IN NEW 
YORK, COLOMBIA EVIDENTLY WENT TO THE WRONG ADDRESS, AND 
GUATEMALA, WITH NO AMBASSADOR PRESENT TO ATTEND, MISTAKENLY 
THOUGHT IT COULD NOT SEND A LESS SENIOR REPRESENTATIVE. 

ICELAND AND TURKEY WHICH HAD INDICATED READINESS TO ATTEND 
PRESUMABLY WERE TIED UP WITH LOS CONFERENCE AND TURKEY 
POSSIBLY ALSO WITH AEGEAN MATTERS. ROK OBSERVER OFFICE HAS 
TAKEN PROMPT ACTION TO PROVIDE INVITEES NOT ATTENDING 
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WHO HAVE REPRESENTATIVES IN NEW YORK WITH TEXTS OF 
EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM AND DRAFT RESOLUTION AND HAS ALSO 
URGED THEIR COSPONSORSHIP. 

3. ALTER CANADA'S AMBASSADOR BARTON HAD EXPRESSED CORDIAL 
WELCOME TO THOSE PRESENT, AMBASSADOR MOON OF ROK INTRODUCED 
ERIENDLY RESOLUTION AND EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM. MOON 
STRESSED OUR SIDE'S EEEORTS SINCE THE SPRING TO DISCOURAGE 
CONERONTATION ON KOREA AT EORTHCOMING SESSION OE UNGA. HE 
REGRETTED, THEREFORE, THAT SUBMISSION OE A CONERONTATIONAL 
ITEM, EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM, AND RESOLUTION BY THE HOSTILE 
SIDE ON AUGUST 16 NOW MADE IT NECESSARY TO SUBMIT A

ITEM IN DRAFT AGENDA UNDER RULE 14 OP RULES OP PROCEDURE OP 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. MOON WENT ON TO SAY THAT TO SUBMIT OUR 
ITEM LATER WOULD REQUIRE ITS INCLUSION AS AN "ADDITIONAL" 

ITEM UNDER RULE 15 OP THE RULES OP PROCEDURE OP THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND THIS COULD LEAD TO COMPLICATIONS. 

4. DURING HIS PRESENTATION MOON DEPLORED AND LAMENTED THE

WAS PROVOKED BY THE NORTH KOREANS AND WHICH RESULTED IN 
LOSS OP AMERICAN LIPE. AMB BENNETT DESCRIBED DETAILS 

OP THE INCIDENT. 

5. APTER MOON'S APPEAL POR COSPONSORSHIP, COSTA RICA 
ANNOUNCED ITS READINESS TO COSPONSOR. MOON EXPRESSED DEEP 
APPRECIATION AND SAID HIS OPPICE DURING THE COMING DAYS UNTIL 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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AUGUST 20 WOULD KEEP COUNTRIES INVITED TO THE MEETING ADVISED 
AS TO THE COUNTRIES COSPONSORING. AS OP THE AFTERNOON 
OP AUGUST 18, POLLOWING WERE READY TO COSPONSOR: COSTA 
RICA, ERG, GRENADA, JAPAN, NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, PARAGUAY, 
UK, AND US. WITHIN CORE GROUP, CANADA AND BELGIUM WERE 
SEEKING INSTRUCTIONS TO CO-SPONSOR. ADDITIONALLY, ALL PRESENT

6. ROK IS EOLLOWING UP IN APPROPRIATE INVITEE CAPITALS AS 
WELL AS WITH THEIR MISSIONS IN NEW YORK WITH A VIEW TO 
ENCOURAGING COSPONSORSHIP BY AUGUST 20 SUBMISSION DATE 
OF THE FRIENDLY TEXTS, WHICH ARE INCLUDED IN FINAL SECTION 

OF THIS MESSAGE. USUN UNDERSTANDS DEPARTMENT WILL BE CABLING 
INSTRUCTIONS SEPARATELY AS TO US FOLLOW-UP. CORE GROUP AT 
WORKING-LEVEL MEETING SUBSEQUENT TO AMBASSADORIAL-LEVEL 
MEETING DESCRIBED ABOVE CONSIDERED IT MOST DESIRABLE TO 
GET AT LEAST ONE AFRICAN CO-SPONSOR BY AUGUST 20. BANGUI,

AND PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 
NONETHELESS, KOREA REMAINS DIVIDED AND TENSIONS CONTINUE. 

THE SOLUTION OF THE KOREAN QUESTION ESSENTIALLY DEPENDS 
UPON CINCILIATION AND AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE SOUTH AND 
THE NORTH OF KOREA AND UPON CONTINUED EFEORTS EOR THE 
MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE AREA. 

2. THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN ITS CONSENSUS STATEMENT ADOPTED 
IN 1973 EXPRESSED ITS SATISFACTION OVER THE JOINT 
COMMUNIQUE OE 4 JULY 1972 BETWEEN THE SOUTH AND THE 
NORTH OF KOREA AND URGED THEM TO CONTINUE TTHEIR DIALOGUE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AND TO WIDEN MANY-SIDED EXCHANGES AND COOPERATION IN THE 
SPIRIT OF THE SAID COMMUNIQUE. THE SUBSEQNENT SESSIONS

GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN NEW YORK OR ELSEWHERE. IN THIS 
PROPOSAL, IT WAS NOTED THAT SUCH A CONEERENCE COULD ALSO 
REPLACE THE ARMISTICE WITH MORE PERMANENT ARRANGEMENTS 
IN ANY FORM ACCEPTABLE TO ALL PARTIES WHICH COULD EASE
